In this State have sent In their official re- 
ports excepting New York, Erie and Mon- 
roe. If there is no change in the pluratt- 
tks «f these three counties from what was 
reported by their County Clerks just ba- 
(Me the canvas* of. their returns began, 
Cleveland's plurality to the State will be 
1,268. The flfty-fle*en counties which haw 
reported show gains for Cleveland of ZT, 
losses for Cleveland of 40, gains for Blaine 
of 13, and losses for BMne ot It. The 
canvan in Mew York Oocmty for the sbc 
districts already reported to as follows: 
Cleveland's gains, 135; Cleveland's losses, 
160; Blaine's gains, TO; Blalne'B losses, 61; 
net gain for Blaine, 166. This does not in-, 
elude the differences already noted fn the 
ineompletod OUIVMS of the First and the 
Seventh Assembly Districts, nor are the 
changes in New York County included in the 
statement of the vote which puts Cleve- 
land's plurality at 1,268. 


The Fourth Precinct of tha First Election 


District of this city, which was sent back 
to the inspectors Thursday for correction in 
its form, was counted, election night as hav- 
ing given-44 for Watte, 106 fgr Cleveland 
and one for Batter. Toe Sixth, Nineteenth 
and Twenty-sii;Ui9Preclncts of the Sev- 
enth Assembly District, which were sim-

If these figures are not changed, 
the First District will show a gain of 9 for 
Blain over the figures of November 5 awl a 
loss for Cleveland of 4fl. The Seventh Dis- 
trict wDl show a gain for Blaine of 215 and 
a gain for Cleveland of M. It is claimed 
by the Democrats that tho first count in 
these two districts was incoirect, and that 
the final canvass will show little or no gain 
for either side.

The epidemic hjs little 
If any effect 
upon the pleasure-seek- 


ing pioclivities of Urn people. The theaters 
and other pla»es of amusement are filled 
every night. It is known that the deadly 
disease lias made luryu ravages among tlie 
soldiers of the garrison, but tlie military 
oilirials publish no returns and refuse all in- 
formation. The we<t e:«l is still healthy, 
bttt it is comparatively deserted. Most oi' 
the residents of tiie quarter have fled. 


At six o'clock last evening there were re- 


port"d seventeen deaths from cholera since 
midnight in the city and, thirty-one in the 
hospitals. Thrve deaths from the same dis- 
ease nre reported from Gran, three from 
Nantes and one from Toulon. 


American and English residents will njifji 


soup kitchens for tlie relief of tlie English 
,'igd American poor during the prexaience 
01 the cholera. No fresh cases of cholera 
are reported at Jleliin, aud only two deaths. 
The decrease hi the number of deaths here 
revives the spirits of tlie people. 


MAI>IIII>, Nov.

cholera have occurred at Barcelona, two of 
which have proved fatal. Nine cases, two 
fatal, have occurred in tlie province oi 
Valencia.
